I’m a freelance illustrator 
based in Leeds. I studied Visual 
Communication here and never 
left. You’ll find me working from 
the spare bedroom. I'd love a proper 
studio but working from home 
allows me to spend the maximum 
amount of time in my fleecy onesie. 
To me, that’s super important. 

TALK US THROUGH A TYPICAL JOB. 
Often, the work I take on requires 
me to come up with the overall 
visual concept. I keep lots of books 
and collect inspirational imagery 
in various files. I also consult the 
Taterbase’ for ideas I came up with a 
while ago. Flicking through all these 
leads to some initial sketches which 
are usually performed whilst still in 
bed. I move to the ‘studio’ and begin 
to work on inking the sketch, then I 
scan the lines into the computer and 
fanny around with composition and 
colour in the digital realm until I'm 
happy. In between all of this there 
is a lot of singing, dog walking, 
internet lurking, panicking, air 
punching and crying. 


WE WORK WITH SO MANY

It's cracking! I aim to create work 
that looks like a boy did it and my 
influences are heavily masculine so 
I’ve found it pretty straightforward.

BIOWARE FANS tend to fall into 
two camps: the olde worlde let’s- 
fight-dragons camp and the pew- 
pew-pew-space camp, with little 
crossover. This is either going to be 
your bag or it’s not. If the idea of 
running around shooting aliens in 
space bores you to tears then it won’t 
be for you, but if Carl Sagan is your 
boy and cutscenes get you hard, then 
Mass Effect 3 will be the best space 
RPG you ever played IN YOUR LIFE. 

Story-wise, it is predictably 
unpredictable and almost 
immediately, you’ll notice tropes 
from previous games. You know 
what to expect with Mass Effect - it 
brings familiar faces and locations to 
the table alongside a get-the-team- 
together-against-insurmountable- 
odds - oh-shit-a-big-twist plot. The 
threat of the Reapers has come to 
fruition so you have to go around 
collecting members of each planetary 
race to help you fight what seems 
to be a losing battle. Past decisions 
come back to haunt you, as do your 
ties with Cerberus, which seems to be 
there to foil you at every turn, with 
the Illusive Man dismissing you as 
a relic. We’re pretty convinced with 
each new addition to the series, they 
just make the game a bit shinier. 

But that’s not to say with ME3 that 
they haven’t stepped a bit out of 
the box - integrating Kinect voice 
commands (which helps to speed 
up conversations for those not fond 
of the wheel) and taking out some 


of the boring bits like the planetary 
mining/scanning from the last game. 

The option in the game to choose 
between action, RPG, and story mode 
is an absolute touch that tailors the 
game to your specific needs and 
playing style, with action mode 
turning the game into more of a 
shooter, and story mode pretty much 
reducing ME3 to an interactive movie. 
It’s almost like having three games 
in one. Ideally, you’d play it on RPG 
mode for a more ME1 experience, 
but the other two modes do help the 
game become more accessible to 
new players as the story is explained 
as you progress without being 
hammered in. Obviously if you’re 
importing your ME2 character, you 
will have a more fulfilling experience 
- but it’s not a pre-requisite. With a 
15-20 hour main quest play-through 
time (40 hours with side missions) 
and tons of fun weapon upgrades, 
it’s good value for money and worth 
it just to see Commander Shepherd’s 
story through to its conclusion. All 
loose ends will be tied by the end of 
days. Let’s hope the Normandy has 
got it in it to pull through...
